Joseph W. Folk, elected governor of

The most lucrative is that of excise com- 
missioner of St. Louis, now held by Ex- 
cise Commissioner James M. Selbert. 

Scibert was one of the chief managers of 
the Democratic machine, which has met 
decisive defeat at the hands of the voters 
of Missouri. The Cardwell case revedled 
the fact that he was chief solicitor of 
“slush funds’ from corporations for the 
use of the Democratic party. 

Friends of the governor-elect gay Seibert 
will be the first man to feel the effects of 
Folk's official ax. r 


The office nets Excise Commissioner Sel- 
bect an income of $18,000 a year. This is 
based on fees, © per cent of which goes 
into the state treasury and the balance 
into the excise commissioner's’ coffers, 
from saloon licenses. 


Folk May Stop 
Big Salary Grab. 


St. Louts saloons are increasing at the 
rate of 200 a year, and as each saloon 


pays a total of $18 to the commissioner 
every year, it will be seen that the reve- 
nue for 196 will be increased , of 
which the commissioner's share is $1440. 

Mr. Folk may upset the hopes of the poli- 
ticlans with respect to this salary grab. 
He is on record as saying that the salary 
of the excise commissioner, which is great- 
er than that of the governor, secreta of 
state, auditor and treasurer combined, is 
altogether too — 

He thinks the office should be 
salary basis. There is very little labor al- 
tached to the office, and under the Sei- 
bert regime the responsibility has been re- 
duced the minimum. 

Another desirable plum is that of the 
St. Louts coai ofl inspectorship, held by 
“Billy” Flynn, the Thirteenth ward states- 
man.

Vandiver, Mr. Folk's chief campaign man- 
ager, has an excellent chance of being the 
next excise commissioner of S8t. Louls, 
while there is no limit to the number of 
candidates who think they could “(fll 
Flynn's official shoes. 

n this cennection the name of James L. 
Carlisle, former postmaster of St. Louis, 
has been frequently mentioned. 

The governor appoints three police and 
election commissioners for St. Louls. Hach 
election commissioner receives a _ salary 
of $3000 a year and the police commissioners 
$1000 aplece. 


New Police 


Election Laws. 

It is gaid to be Mr. Folk’s intention to 
have introduced a bill in the legistature 
repealing the present police law and en- 
acting in its etead one providing for a sin- 

lice commissioner for St. Louis, 
who shall be appointed by the mayor. In 
this event the veto power would be vested 
in the governor, a system similar to that 
which now obtains tn New York. 

While Nelson W. McLeod is not a can- 
didate for any office under Mr. Folk, a 
great many of Mr. Folk’'s friends think he 
would make an ideal police commissioner 
for Bt. Louk. 

St. Loule will undoubtedly have a new 
election law. and the present election board 
system will be changed, according to Re-

ure. Outside St. Louta the overnor 
has the appointment of the penitentiary 
warden at Jefferson City. the state Insur- 
ance commissioner, state supervisor of 
building and loan associations and other 
official positions, each worth to its incum- 
bent about $300 a year. In addition to 
this there are many state boards whose 
members are appointed by the governor. 

In every county of the state the governor 
appoints a coal oil inspector.

In a state- 
ment that he issued today la Follette 
served notice that he proposed to continue 

campaign and would not comp e 
on the measures he demands. 

‘the senatorial contest will be an inter- 
poting one. uarles cannot be re-elected 
and his friends have practically admitted 
that he has no chance unless there is a 
deadlock, which La Follette now says 
there will not be. Congressman Cooper is 
being mentioned as a candidate against 
Quarles. 

One of the surprises was the enormous 
vote polled by the Socialists. In Milwaukee 
they elected a state senator and three as- 
semblymen, and Debs, the presidential 
candidate, received several hundred more 
votes than Parker.

MAY ALTER FIGURES 


First Returns Were Compiled 
From Police Reports, in Some 
Cases Defective. 


P. BE. Purcell, the accountant who has 
charge of compiling the election returns for 
the press, stated Thursday that there 
would be some differences between the re- 
turns as published fn the papers and the 
official returns compiled by the eleotion 
commissioners, due to the fact that quite 
a number of Incomplete and inaccurate re- 
turns were received from the police depart- 
ment. 

“These reports,” he says, “were to be 
filled out by the judges and clerks at the 
polls in accordance with instructions, but 
in many cases the vote for several offices 
were entirely omitted from the reports, 
and as the officers of the election polis 
had already deposited their reports with 


the election commissioners at the City 
Hall, nothing could be done in these cases 


but to estimate the vote missing in the 
reports In accordance with the vote cast 
for the balance of the ticket. This was 
done in a number of cases. 

“Among other irregularities of this kiad 
were cases where the combined vote for 
governor or president would be about 300 
to a precinct for both candidates, while the 
combined vote shown on the report for 
some of the other offices was only about 75. 

“It is safe to say that in some cases, 
especially where the vote is there is 
liable to be a change when the official vote 


is counted, and the result may be some- 
what affected.

COMPENSATIONS AND LESSONS. 


The Democrats of Missouri find large compensations for the 
disastrous defeat of their national ticket and of their state 


ticket , with one or two exceptions. All of the people of Mis 
souri, regardiess of party, are benefited by several conspicuous 
results of the election. 

The compensations and benefits are: 

First, the smashing of the corrupt Democratic state machine, 
which handicapped Joseph W. Folk and tried to “plug” reform 
by the nomination of two of its worst representatives. 

Second, the humiliating defeat of both Democratic and Re- 
publican candidates who were conspicuously unfit. 

Third, the lesson to the politicians that they cannot sacrifice 
principle, defy the sentiment of the people and compromise 
with dishonesty, by putting up tainted candidates on reform 
platforms. 

The politicians of the Democratic machine invited the doom 
that has fallen upon it by overriding the sentiment of the 
people and “plugging” the Folk ticket with the machine's unfit 
' eandidates, Cook and Allen. Mr. Folk turned what might have 
been a magnificent triumph for his cause and his party into a 
Vietory for himself alone, by submitting to the dictation 


of pel machine politicians and consenting to run 
on a ticket containing tainted candidates who represented 


éverything that he opposed. In St. Louis the excellent Demo- 
ératic ticket was defeated, with the exception of one candidate, 
through a sacrifice of principle and a compromise with dis- 
honesty, in the failure to follow the defeat of Butler in the city 
fonvention by a repudiation of him in the campaign man- 
The Republicans suffered defeat in the campaign for the gov- 
érnorship by the nomination of a conspicuously unfit candidate, 
whose candidacy was an appeal to the baser elements of both 
parties. 

“None of these mistakes was made blindly or without full 
warning. The Post-Dispatch warned both parties against the 
blunders, the fruite of which they have gathered. It vigorously 
‘@punseled them to be guided by principle, to avoid compromises 
and bargains with unworthy elements. It warned them that 
the people of Missouri would not stand for any sacrifice of 
principle or any alliance with corruption.

Disaster,” the Post-Dispatch said: 
_ “The Post-Dispatch today presents convincing reasons for the 
@feat of Cook and Allen at the Democratic convention at Jeff- 
_ erson City. * * * Not only the fate of the state ticket, but 
that of the presidential ticket of the Democratic party may be 
flecided by the action of the Democratic state convention. If 
the majority of the delegates to the convention betray the 
‘cause of reform, prove false to the will of the voters and sur- 
_ render to the enemies of reform, the presidential, state and local 
tickets will be jeopardised. The men who are trying to handi- 
cap Mr. Folk and defeat all that he represents are inviting Dem- 
ocratic disaster.” 

On Monday, July 18, the Post-Dispatch said: 

“The nomination of Cook and Allen, whose records as pub-

liance with the lobby influence, would stultify the party and 
invite disaster to the entire Democratic ticket.”

In the same issue the Post-Dispatch said: 

: “The renomination of Cook and Allen would be a fatal mis- 
take, would humiliate and handicap Mr, Folk, would brand the 
Democratic party with hypocrisy and deceit, would alienate 
thousands of honest Democratic and independent voters, and 
would thue-invite disaster at the polls. Mr. Folk cannot afford 
to open his campaign with an apology and close it with a plea 
for mercy.” 

On Friday, July, 22, after the nomination of Cook and 
Allen, the Post-Dispatch said: 

“The people who nominated and would elect Folk must de- 
feat Cook and Allen. They must make it plain that these men 
cannot be elected on the Folk ticket. What finer demonstra- 
tion could there be of the capacity of the people of Missouri 
for self-government than the election of Mr. Folk, who stands 
for Democratic principle and honor, and the defeat of Cook and 
Allen, who stand for Democratic corruption and dishonor?” 

Stahding for principle against the action of the Democratic 
convention, the Post-Dispatch on Saturday, July 23, said: 

“In order that the issue triumphant in the nomination of Mr. 
Folk may be triumphant in his administration of the govern- 
ment of the state, it is necessary that Cook and Allen be de- 
feated.” 

Pointing out that two things were necessary to the success 
of Democracy and to the success of Mr. Folk, the Post-Dis- 
patch, on Sunday, July 24, said: 

“Mr. Folk and the honest Democracy of the state should 
make it clear to these men (Cook and Allen) that they can not 
run on the Democratic ticket, that they can not be elected, that 
the welfare of the party and of the people demands their with- 
drawal, If they will not withdraw, they must be defeated at 
the polls.” 

The Post-Dispatch counseled the Republican party to co- 
operate with the Democratic reform elements in the state, by 
| indorsing the nomination of Joseph W. Folk and nominating a 
clean, strong ticket. It warned the party that the nomination 
of a candidate to oppose Mr. Folk for the governorship would 
inevitably result in his defeat, in the practical alliance of the 
party with the corrupt element. After the nomination of Col. 
Walbridge, the Post-Dispatch on Friday, July 29, said: 

“Comparing the records of the two candidates for governor— 
what they have striven for, what they stand for in politicse— 
there can be no hesitation on the part of good citizens in pre- 
ferring Mr. Folk.” 

Subsequently, the Post-Dispatch printed the records of the 
dealings of Col. Walbridge, as president of the Merrell Drug 
Co., with the city while he was president of the Council, in vio- 
lation of the charter and the criminal law, and appealed to the’ 
people to defeat him. 

The Post-Dispatch appealed to the Democratic state central 
committee to square the Democratic party with ita professions, 
by forcing the withdrawal of Cook and Allen from the ticket, 
saying: 

“You have an impossible task to perform, with the Sumcneth 
ticket as it is now constituted. You must organize a har- 
monious and united campaign, with an essentially inharmonious 
and divided. ticket.” 

Protesting against Senator Cockrell’s interference to pre- 
vent the defeat of Cook and Allen at the state convention and 
to whip Mr. Folk into line with the tainted candidates on his 
ticket, the Post-Dispatch said: 

“One cannot but view with regret and astonishment his hith- 
erto unsullied toga trailing in the mire of machine politics.” 

If Senator Cockrell is defeated for the Senate by the elec- 
tion of a Republican majority in the legislature, he need not 
search for the cause of his defeat; he helped to bring it upon 
himself, 

The Post-Dispatch’s ‘vigorous campaign against the election 
of Judge Zachritz on account of his proven unfitness for the | 
bench is a matter of recent history. So also is its protest 


primaries, by leaving Butler men in control of the city com- 
mittee. 

The people stood with the Post-Dispatch for principle in 
this fight. They have responded magnificently to the appeal 
for principle and for the repudiation of all compromise with 
dishonesty. Folk is elected with a majority far below ex- 
peotation. Walbridge is defeated, although his party is  suc- 
cessful. The Democratic ticket, with the exception of Mr. Folk, 
is probably defeated, with Cook and Allen at the tail. Zachritz 
is defeated, although all the other Republican candidates with 
the exception of Col. Walbridge, have a majority in the city.
